Born in Winnipeg, Mrs. G. (as she is 
affectionately known to her students) became 
a world traveller during her life. She has lived 
in Canada, the West Indies, France and Hungary. 

At fifteen she entered University in Manitoba 
majoring in Latin and History, then went to Paris 
for two years. From there she moved to Hungary 
where she was married and stayed for seven 
years. 

At the outbreak of war Mrs. G. returned 
to Canada with her young son staying briefly in 
Ottawa before moving to Victoria, B.C. where 
she lived with her mother. Then again returned 
to Ottawa where she still has her home. 

Before her career at Stanstead began she 
taught at the Trafalgar School for Girls in Montreal. 
At this time her son was attending Bishop’s 
University in Lennoxville. From what he told his 
mother Stanstead was within walking distance 
of the University. She felt that by teaching here 
she could at the same time keep a watchful eye 
on him, so she signed a contract. However, she 
soon realized that Bishop’s and Stanstead were 
further apart than she had been led to believe. 

But that was twenty one years ago, and stay 
she did. 

Even those who have only been at Stanstead 
for a year will notice an empty place when she 
leaves. The table in the dining hall where she sat 
for so many countless meals will indeed seem 
empty. And, although most may never see her 
again, she will always live in the memories of 
her students.
